franchise wa> made satisfactory 
to them and if the peop e of Seymour 
would take a liberal amount of stock. 
He promised to send to the city clerk 
a copy of such a franchise as would be 
acceptable to his company. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the copy of the ordinance 
he sends will contain no restrictions 
of consequence. 
It is likely that the 
telephone subject will be up for fur­ 
ther discussion at the next regular 
meeting.

holes on all sides.

fifty will come together and hold a 
social reunion.” 
Then, seek ing some

As Dr. Abbott has suggested, in the sale of sugar or flour the personal 
relation of mutual confidence need enter only once, at the time of the 
exchange; but where y ou are buy ing labor the laborer goes with the labor, 
and the personal relation of confidence and responsibility m ust be there all 
the time, from day to day and week to week, or somebody is cheated.

If a corporation adopts a wise, honest and hum ane policy it is because men 
have decided upon and enforced th at policy ; no economic abstraction did i t 
If another corporation, finding that it cannot, under stress of competition, do

N either do I wish to m ake any invidious com ­ 
parisons as to the relative mental capacity of men and women. 
At the sam e time I m ost em phatically believe that when it 
comes to teaching bc» ys in the secondary schools, a larger pro­ 
portion of men than women are fitted for the task. ’As for the 
question of relative salaries, I am not averse to say ing that if a law was 
passed making them equal for men and women, tlie inevitable result would 
bo the pushing out of the women by the men. 
T here are two factors in the 
determ ination of wages—productivity and standard of living. 
It is difficult 
to m easure absolutely relative potential productivity , but it is conceded that 
so far as the great m asses of men and women are concerned, the standard of 
living of the former is relatively higher. 
The salaries of all classes of teach­ 
ers are, relatively to the cost of living, much lower in the United States than 
in European countries. 
This is due to the much broader field covered by our 
free education and the consequent enormous expense to the government.

Cook , who dit*d recently in Denv er. 
As 
a brigadier general in tbe army, Indian 
scout, United S tates m arshal, chief of 
jH> 1 ict* of Denv er in the lawless days, 
sheriff of A rapahoe county and head of 
the Rock y M ountain detectiv e agency, 
be created u nam e tha t w as a te rror 
to the had men of the border. 
Gen. 
Cook had little respect for the profes­ 
sional “bad m a m ” and members of tha t 
« •lass k new it. 
In his time lu* had a r ­ 
rested more tha n 3,(HH> of them, begin­ 
ning with ids career in Denv er in 18 ,49. 
Among them w ere between 50 and 75 
m urderers, all gun fighters and profes­ 
sional terrors on 
the 
frontier, 
who 
toasted of the notches on their gun 
barrels. 
Cook did m ore to driv e outlaw s from 
Colorado and k « *ep the j**ace than any 
other m an in tin* w estern country. 
An Ind ianan by birth, torn in La- 
port<\ where some of his relativ es still 
liv e, he early entered on the adv en­ 
turous career to which a lov e of peril 
a ttra c te d him. 
H e came to D env er 
first as an arm y officer, and rem ained 
in 
the 
ordnance 
departm ent 
until 
18 t>8 , w rites a correspondent. One of 
his first exploits w as the exterm ination 
of the Reynolds guerrillas during the 
w ar. 
Capt. Jam« *s Reynolds, a Texan, 
w ith a courageous hand of riders, cam e 
north tow ard the dost* of the w ar, ln- 
temling to tak e and destroy Denv er. On 
the way they burned a num ber of New 
Mexican and Colorado v illages of pro- 
Union sympathies. 
They were met by 
Cook and his rangers 5«> miles south of 
Denv er, near Elk creek , and a pitched 
battle ensued. 
T he T exans were rou t­ 
ed w ith the loss of nearly all their 
force, and fiv e of tin* captiv es w ere 
shot. 
One of Gen. Cook ’s most note hie e x­ 
ploits w as the quelling of tbe Chinese 
riots in 
D env er 
in 
18 8 0. 
Keeling 
against the Chinese, who then liv ed 
la*re in great numbers, grew to such a 
pitch that infuriated mobs captu red 
Chinese on the strt*ets and strung them 
up to t« degraph poles. 
The lawlessness 
grew to such an extent tha t the sue riff 
and tin* police w ere powerless, and the 
Chinese quart« » r. w ith its population of 
3.(X 0, w as threatened w ith burning. 
In 
desperation the county and State offi­ 
cials appealed t«> (Jen. Cook for assist­ 
ance. 
He sw ore in 25 pick ed deputies, 
all dead shots and fearless men lik e 
himself. 
Th« *y w ere k uown to the riot­ 
ers as men who would do their duty, 
and mobs dlsm» rse« l as fast as they a d ­ 
v anced. 
W ithout bloodshed peace w as 
restored in a few hours and m any a r ­ 
rests of leaders w ere made. 
T be most noted detectiv e work done 
by C« x)k w a s in connection w ith the 
m u rders of four Italian m usicians in 
Denv er. The m u nle re rs, who were nine 
countrym en of the v ictims, had four 
« lays’ sta rt w hen the bodies were found 
hack ed to pieces in a shanty. 
Cook 
traced ami arr« *stt*« l them all In « Effer­ 
ent parts of the Stat« \ and lat« *r sav ed 
their liv es when, w ith his deputies, he 
fought off a mob tha t tried t«> lynch 
them In Deliv er. 
All nine w ere con­ 
v icted. 
As a 
gov ernm ent 
detectiv e 
Cook sav ed the gov ernm ent $100,000 on 
cases handled by him.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN 


Have Signed An A greem ent for Mutu­ 
al Protection. 
St. Petersburg, July 30.— The sign­ 
ing yesterday at 
the 
foreign office 
of the treaties of com m erce, naviga­ 
tion and fishery between Russia and 
Japan will be followed shortly by the 
publication of a political < ntente wip­ 
ing out ’he last tracts of the conten­ 
tions and hostilities arising from the 
late war.
